Approximate Range of Minimum Costs Involved in 
Building a Campus Broadcasting System 


Because the muber of buildings, area, and other conditions vary at every 
campus where it is desired to install a programming system, a cost estimate must 
necessarily be far fron precise. The figures given below are the minimum for 
equipment which is suitable for originating programs of comnercial guality. It 
is assumed that the station staff will do most of the construction work. 

By using home and low cost public address components and considerable in- 
emuity, studio equipment and a transmitter may be assembled for as littl as 
100; but it must be recognized that in order to procure a wide variety of 

programs, such equipment must rapidly be replaced. On the other hand, purchase 
rather than construction of amplifiers and other equipment will require ex~ 
penditures four or five tise the figures given here for such items.
